I suppose the memory must b e 
a sort of stereopticon machine.

We argued ab out other m at­ 
ters, such as the trajectory of a 
b ullet, and as to when the re­ 
coil action takes place on a re­ 
coil gun. These questions could 
b e proved, if one happened to b e 
interested enough to inquire, 
ex periment, or even THINK a 
little. But it seemed impossib le 
to convince that Montana cow­ 
b oy that a person could really 
know any thing b ey ond all ques­ 
tion of doub t. I suppose he must 
have b een a skeptic, if his argu­ 
m ent wasn’t all noise. He seem­ 
ed to think that a person can 
not know and know that he 
knows. 


I thought at the time of that 
argument in France, and I still 
think, that it is foolish for one 
to argue that no fact or princi­ 
ple can b e certainly known. The 
very argument itself is a contra­ 
diction. If one accepts the prin­ 
ciple that nothing can b e known 
certainly , he accepts that propo­ 
sition as a truth. 
If one party to a wager could 
not possib ly KNOW that he was 
right, how could the wager ever 
b e decided? On that principle, the 
umpire who was to decide the 
winner could not know either. 
Having a numb er of umpires 
would not necessarily help. One 
m an has b een right and millions 
have b een wrong, as history has 
shown.

Su ch is the con clu sion based u pon a fact­ 
fin din g econ omic su rv ey by the Committee on 
Employ men t Problems of Older Workers, which 
was appoin ted a y ear ag o by Secretary of Labor 
Perkin s. Obv iou sly n obody ex pected a “thu mbs 
down ” report from this committee as to older 
workers. Its statemen t, howev er, of their prob­ 
lems as applican ts for position s in the Federal 
Gov ern men t an d in in du stry is impressiv e. 
Proportion ally more older workers are employ ed 
by g ov ern meht than by priv ate in du stry . Pen ­ 
sion s can n ot be had u n der the Civ il Serv ice Re­ 
tiremen t Act by those who fail to complete 15 
y ears of activ e serv ice, an d u n dou btedly relu c­ 
tan ce to load their own established pen sion sy s­ 
tems by men of bey on d 40 militates ag ain st 
their bein g taken on by some corporation s. With 
others, thou g h, it is merely the impression , which 
is n ot at all ju stified, the report in sists, that as 
mu ch in ten siv e work ev en in other than rou g h 
man u al labor fields can n ot be g otten ou t of men 
past 40, an d that their liability to illn ess is g reat­ 
er.’
